West Seeks Line 
On Khrushchev 


WASHINGTON (U P )-T b e Unit­ 
ed States and its Allies today 
planned early moves to find out 
if Nikita Khrushchev’s move into 
the Soviet premiership signals any 
new chance to break the East- 
West impasse over a summit par­ 
ley. 
Meanwhile the United States an­ 
ticipated some word from Moscow 
that the Russians are ready to 
halt 
nuclear 
tests 
or 
nuclear 
weapons production without an in­ 
ternational agreement. 
U.S. officials said any one-way 
Soviet action in the nuclear field 
would be a “ricver propaganda 
play,” perhaps coming at lhe con­ 


clusion of a long series of Soviet 
tests and about the time the Unit­ 
ed States is about to begin fresh 
nuclear U sts in the Pacific. 
Officials said any solo Soviet ac­ 
tion on testing or weapons pro­ 
duction would be of little value 
in the absence of an inspection 
system . However Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey (D-Minn.), chairman of 
the Senate disarmament subcom­ 
mittee, said such a Soviet an­ 
nouncement would have “tremen­ 
dous” propaganda value to tht 
Kremlin.
